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Final Rejection 

The Status of Claims 

Claims 1-19 are pending. 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 6, 9, 10, 14, 16-18 have been rejected. 
Claims 3, 5, 7-8, 11-13, 15, 19 have been objected. 

Claim Objection 

The objection of the claim 7 is maintained due to the failure to modify in the 
amendment, whereas the objection of the claims 5, 6, and 10 has been withdrawn due 
to the modifications in the amendment. 
Claim Reiections-35 USC 112 

1 . Applicants' argument filed 2/26/2003 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The rejection of Claims 1 , 2, 4, 6, 9, 10, 14, 16-18 has been maintained due to 
applicants' failure to modify in the amendment, whereas the rejection of the claim 8 has 
been withdrawn due to the modification in the amendment. 
Claim Reiections-35 USC 101 
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The rejection of Claims 1-19 under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same 
invention as that of claims 1-9, 11-14, and 17-20 of prior U.S. Patent No. 09/803,708 
has been withdrawn due to applicants' convincing argument. 

Claim Reiections-35 USC 102 

The rejection of Claims 1-4 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated clearly 
by Smith et al (WO 93/01349) has been withdrawn due to applicants' convincing 
argument. 

Claims 3, 5, 7-8, 11-13, 15, 19 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
